Supream, in onmbus licitis, wn all things lawfull. Bur if God for 
the ptuniſhmenc of a Nation, thould ſer up a Tyrannical King, Se- 
cundum voluntatem pravam non rationem reftam regentem,Govern- 
ing by his depraved will againlt reaſon , and commanding things 
contrary to th. word of God, we mult not by force of Arms Rebel 
againſt him 3 bur rather then ſo (if not prevailing by Petition un- 
co him , or eſcaping by flight from him patiently ſubject ro the 
loft-of our lives and Eſtates, and in that caſe, arma noſtra [wt 
preces noſtre, nec poſſimus, nec decemus aliterreſiſter, our Prayers 
and tears thould tight , and nor our ſwords : for who can lift up 
his hand againlt the Lord anointed, - and be guiltleſs /? this in Scri- 
pture we find prafticed, by Gods people to Pharavh, Exod.

High Treaſon can be commirted againſt none, bur the Kine, 
neither is any thing High Treaſon, but what is declared ſo to be by 
the Statute. 25.E4.3.c.21.to leavy War againſt the King, ro com- 
paſſe or imagine his death , or the death of his Queen, or of his 


| Eldeſt Son, to counterfeit his mony, or his great Seal, ro impri- 


ſon the King untull he agree to certain demands, to leavy War to 
alcer Religion, or the Law , to remove Counſellours by Arms, 
or the King from his Counſellours , be they evil or good by arms, 
to ſeize the Kings Forts, Ports, Magazine of War, to depoſe the 
King, or to adhere to any State withm or without the Kingdom, 
bur che Kings Majeſty , is High Treaſon,for which the offender 
tave Judgement.
